Herron the disease will soon be stamped out. All suspects will be sent 
to a camp of detention, and cases of smallpox will be immediately sent 
to the pesthouse, which is situated about 2 miles from the city.

One case of varioloid in Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, Pa., December 1, 1896. 
Sir : I have the honor to report a case of varioloid in this city, 
reported by Dr. Stuart Patterson, in a child of eight years.
